R. W obtained an enfigncy in the 

army when rather more advaaced in life 

than moft of ihe captains of the prefent times, who 
make {fo fine a figure upon ail occaiions, in their 
green, red, and white teathers, and whvfe heads, 
at every afflembly, rival thoie of our moft fathion- 
able ladies. From the time Mr. W join- 
ed his regiment, he was diftinguifhed for an un- 
wearied attention to the duries of his ftation 
When he appeared in public, or upon duty, his 
dreis and deportment were always decent and _pro- 
per Of his manner of life in private, even his 
rother officers were for fome time ignorant. He 
did not mefs with them, and he partook of none 
of their expenfive pleafures and amufements. At 
length it was difcovered, that he fared worfe, and 
lived on lefs, than any private foldier in the regi- 
ment. The good feafe and the known fpirit of 
Mr. W preferved him from the ‘ridicule 
and contempt with which this difeovery might o- 
therwife have been attended. His meritas an of- 
ficer mean while recommended Mr. W to 
the notice of his fuperiors ; he was promoted from 
time to time ; but no promotion ever made any 
alterstion in his mode of life. After ferving with 
diftinguithed reputation under King William Mr. 
———— went to Flanders, in the beginning of 
the Duke of Malborough’s campaigns, in the 
coarfe of which he was promoted to the rank of 

















General, and obtained the command of a regi- } 


ment. Although his income was now great, he 
ftill lived with the utmof parfimony ; asd éveh 
thofe who efteemed him the moft e: obliged to 
allow that his love of money (which they confider- 
ed as a fort of difeafe) exceeded all bounds. His 
enemies however were forced to acknowledge that 
in all his tranfactions he was perfectly honor- 


able, and that his love of money never led him to

commit injuftice. 

In one of the Iaft years in the war, General 
W. and his regiment went iat winter quar- 
ters at Ghent.. About the middie of winter his 
officers were aftonifhed at receiving an invitation 
to dine with their Co'onel for the firit time. Molt 
of the principal officers in the garrifon, received 
with equal furprife, a fimilar invitation, Upon 
the day appointed they weat to the General’s.houfe 
where they were received with a kindly chearful- 
welcome, proceeding from a mind at eafe, and 
fatisfied with iticl’, more engaging to the feelings 
of our gueits thaa the mof finifhed politenets.

After an elegant dinner, wines of every kind 
were placed upon the table ; and as the General 
knew that fome of his guefts did not diflike their 
glais, he pufhed the bottle brifkly about. The 
company were more and more attonifhed, at length 
ome of them took the liberty to exprefs what all of 
them felt. 1 do not wonder at your furprife, faid 
General W , and in jutlice to myfelf, I 
mult take this occafion to explain a conduct which 
hicherto muft have appeared extraordinary to all 
-of you. You muft know then, that 1 was bred a 
linen-draper in London. Early in life I tet up in 
bufineis, which for fome time | carried on with 
inceefs, and to a coniidesable extent, At length 
by various misfortunes, | was obliged to ftop pay- 
ment. 1 called. my creditors together, and laid 
my affairs before them ; and though they loft very 
confidérably, they were io Jatished with my con- 
aut, that they immediately gave me a full dif- 
charge, and iome oi them even arged me to en- 
gage in bufineis anew Bat I was fo difheartened 
with my former ill tuceefs, that I could not think 
ot hazarding myfelf in the fame fituation again. 
At iength | refolved to go into the army, and by 
the intereft of one of thoie creditors, who was fa- 
tisfied of the tairne(s of my condu&, and who pi- 
tied my misfortunes, obtained an enfigncy. But 
though my creditors were fatisfied 1 was far from 
being fo. ‘The idea that they had fuffered by me 
dwelt upon my mind, and I felt that I enjoy 
nothing while my debts remained unpaid. Hap- 





The lafts packets from England brought mea full 
acquittance trom my creditors of all | owed them, 
principal and intereft. Till now I poffeffed noth- 
ing that in juftice 1 could call my own. Hitherto 
you have feen me act as a rigid fteward for others ; 
now I muft intreat that my friends will afift me to 
enjoy an income far beyond my wants. 

1 believe my readers will agree with me in 
thinking that the conduct of General W 
was truly noble. Of men’s aétions in public life 
it is often difficult to form a juaft eftimate. The 
ftatefmen may be applauded for meafures which 
‘are not his own, and a General or an Admiral may 
be indebted for all his fame to a lucky accident, 
which, without hisstir,’ has crowned him with 
victory unmerited and unexpected. But General 
WwW *s merit was all his own, and ought to be 
rated the higher for this reafon. that it was not of 
that {plendid kind which figures moft in the im- 
aginaiion of mankind. 

To excite to virtue, by exhibiting pictures of 
excellence and worth, is certainly the pleafantett, 
if not the beft and moft effectual mode of inftruc- 
tion. ‘To cite oppofite examples in our own time, 
by way of contraft to this inftance in the reign of 
Queen Anne, would be an ungrateful tak. I may 
mention, however, in order to take off the idea 
of that diftin€tion which fome men have arrogated 
tothemfelves, from a comtempt of the obligations 
of juftice, that the pre-eminence which rank or 
high life, formerly ufed to claim in that refpect, is 
now in great meafure loft, Now-a-days there are 
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pily I have at length accomplifhed that object..

Foreign Intelligence. 


M A D R I D, April 24. 

Preparations in aii our courts are carried on 
with the greateft activity ; every article fit for the 
navy has been bought up for the ule of govern. 
ment, who fend courners daily to the different ports 
and efpecially to Ferrol, to expedite the arma- 
ments. Itis not only the intention to equip thir- 
ty or forty thips for fea, bur alfo to fend on board 
a force of 24,000 men. 








VIE N N A; May 13. 

We learn by an exprefs extraordinary from 
Field Marfball Ral!, that a body of about 3000 
Turkith cavalry and 1500 infantry, in their march 
from Valliny through Cieraz and Slona, approach- 
ed on the 14th initant, the frontiers occupied by 
our troops before the defile at Bazan; and that 
though the advanced gard, compofed ofa detach- 
ment from the,regiment of Szeckler, in Tranfyl- 
vania, made a vigorous refiftance to tht enemy, 
they were obliged to yield to fuperiority of num- 
bers. 

Captain “Jellek, with a detachment, haftened to 
the iuccour of our troops, but finding himfelf be- 
tween two fires, through a manoeuvre of the ene- 
my, was obliged to give up hisdefign. ‘Thisevent 
was attended with diitrefling confequences, as we 
have not been able to learn the fate of Captain 
Wallan and 35 foldiers, who were under his im- 
mediate command. 

A party of ourhorfe, afterwards pofted at the 
defile of Bazan, coming up the enemy took flight 
and were purfued to the confines of Beraz. Ina 
this encounter a Turkifh Aga, and an inferior of- 
ficer were flain. The lofs on our part, befides thofe 
already mentioned, was 54 killed and 14 wounded 
—that of the enemy could not be afcertained.’’ 





L ON D O N, May 30. 

The British veffel fent on difcoveries in the year 
1784, and to afcertain whether aN. E. or N. W, 
paflage to China was practicable, and now on its 
return to Europe from Canton, went further N. 
than Captain Cook, but could not double the Cape 
in order to return by the fea that lies between the 
N. cape and the E. Greealad, but itis ftrerched 
out fo near to the Pole, that the attempt was found 
to be totally impracticable. Though failing to 
83 degrees, they could not find the entrance into 
that part where Davi’s Straits commanicate with 
the ocean on the weftern fide of the continent of 
America, within the Arftic circle,

NEWPORT, Auguft 4. 

This morning arrived here from a whaling 
¢ruize, under a jury-matt, floop , Capt. Ben, 
Reed. On the 23d of July, between the lat. of 
35 and 36, he hada fevere gale of wind at N. E. 
9 hours, which overfet his veifel, and obliged him 
to cut away his maft.—He loft his bowfprit, with 
all his fails, rigging, and one anchor; had four 
hands wathed over-board, but they happily got on 
board again; had all his carlings broken off his 
quarter-deck, and himfelf and four hands confi- 
cerably hurt. He fpoke with a veffel which gave 
him a fail and fome fpars, Capt. Reed further 
informs, that a number of veflels were difmafted 
by the fame gale, two of which, a brig and fchoon- 
er, went up the river yelterday. 








SPRINGFIELD, Auguft 6. 

Lait Simday evening, between 8 and g o’clock,

On Thurfday his Excellency the Governor, Ez- 
ra L’Hommedicu, Egbert Benfon, William Floyd, 
Richarch Varick, and Samuel Jones, Efquires, fix 
of the*commiffioners appointed by an aét of the 
Legitlature at their laftieflion, for holding treaties 
with the Indians; —fet off for Fort Schuyler, 
where, we are informed, a treaty is to be held 
with the Indians, about the 25th init.

They are chiefly young likely men of reputable 
families, and mean to tettle on the fertile lands of 
the Ohio, at the expiration of their enliitment, 
Colonel Harmar writes, to his friend in Frede- 
rickfburgh (in June laft) that there had 45,000 
perfons pafied the Mutkingum-river, from the 
breaking up of the ice in the fpring, to the date 
of his letter, from an accurate accout taken at the 
garrifon at Mufkingum.

35, 30, off 
Hatteras, notunlike a hurricane, difmafted and 
wrecked thefe veflels, and many more, which they 
heard of, among which weve, a whaling {chooner, 
from the coaft of Guinea, belonging to Bofton, 
very much wrecked, loft fix men and much of their 
oil, having obtained 180 barrels.—A Captain 
Swain, from New-London, for the Welt-Indies, 
was returning with the lofs’ of one maf. We 
heard of 10 fail difmafted, between lat. 31 and

nefs-of the dog was owing to the children pefter-

To the Honorable the Legiflature of the fate of New- 
York in Senate and Affimbly convened,—the 
memorial of Benjamin Clofe of Salem, in the coun- 
ty of Weftchefter, Humbly foeweth, 

HAT about 17 years ago, Benjamin Clofe, 
late of Salem in the faid county, deceafed, 
the father of your memoralift, in confideration of 
certain fervices by him performed, gave your me- 
moralift forty acres of unimproved land, lying in 
Salem aforefaid, but never executed any convey- 
ance to him for the fame ; your memoralift refted 
fatisfied under this parole grant, prefuming that 
his faid father (who was then an aged man) would 
at his deceafe, not only confirm the faid grant, but 
alfo make him fome further allowance out of his 
eftate by will. He accordingly went on the faid 
land and has_made very confiderable improve- 
ments upon the fame ;—that fume time in the year 
1778, the.faid Benjamin Clofe, deceafed, was fent 
within the Britifh lines by the commiffioners of 
confpiracies in faid county, for refufing to take 
the oath of abjuration, or as it was commonly call- 
ed, the teft oath; that the faid Benjamin Clofe, 
deceafed, died inteftate on the 25th day of el 
ary, in the year’1782. Your memoralift being 
his eldeft fon, and heir at law ; that fubfequent to 
the death of the faid Benjamin Clofe, proceedings 





continue fo, in defiance of infamy and danger. 
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were had againft him in the fupreme court of ju- 


under the aft called the confifcation law ;—that 
during the feffion of the Legiflature in the year 
1787, while your memoralift was abfent beyond 
the fea, on the application of certain perfons un- 
friendly to your memoralift, a law was pafied un- 
der prefumrption of the validity of the convic- 
tion of the {aid Benjamin above mentioned, veiting 
the eftate of the {aid Benjamin Clofe, deceafed, 
fo forfeited in certain truitees therein named for 
the payment of his debts, and direéting the over- 


plus to he divided among Stephen Cloie and Mar- 


tha Clofe (half brother and filter of your memo- 
ralift) and Mary Reynolds, daughter aad repre- 
fentative of Mary Reynolds, deceafed ; by which 
act the faid parcel of land which has been improv- 
ed by the expence and labor of your memoralift, 
has been taken from him contrary to the ordinary 
courfe of decents to the great injury of your me- 
moralift and feverai of his creditors, to whom he 
had mortgaged it in the year 1784; and no crime 
has ever been imputed to your memoraliit to his 
knowledge by which he could forfeit his right: 
That the truftees in the faid act named, under a 
conviction of the juftice of the claim of your me- 
moralift to the faid lot of land, have delayed mak- 
ing any difpofition of the fame. That your me- 
moraliit might have an opportunity of appealing 
to the Legiflature for relict. Your memoralift begs 
leave further to reprefent, that there is other pro- 
perty both real and perfoaal of the faid Benjamin 
Cloie, deceafed, in poffeflion of the faid truftees 
in the aét aforefaid named, amply fufficient to dif- 
charge all the debts of the faid Benjamin Clofe, 
deceafed. 

Your memoralift therefore humbly prays, that 
the Honorable the Legiflature will by law veit 
him with an eftate in fee fimple in the faid forty 
acres of land, or grant him fuch other relief as 
they in their wifdom fhall think proper, and your 
memoralift asin duty bound, will ever pray.
